of each 'department. He inaugurated ' 
last year the policy of giving per*oo*I .

ture of the government.' declaring thai 
the .best -way to wipe out the deflcienr 
cy in the .treasury was to reduce th« 
outgo of public funds.

way In holding down expenditure for 
the current year but hopes to make 3

Dr. Ernest Richard, of Columbia unl- 


v^rslty, does not claim that the Idea of 
the international home and visit ex- 
change Is original with him. Indeed, It 
was first brought out within the com- 
mittee on peace propaganda and Inter- 
national relations of the National Ger- 
man-American alliance, and the alli- 
ance indorsed It at<he 1910 conven- 
tion. What Is more, it ha* been tried. 
The Frehch-German-EnBlisli children 
exchange has been doing business lor 
years. 
AUo the very peasants In 


Switzerland swap their children for a 
year running, the French-Swiss fami- 
lies with the German Swiss; for every- 
one has to speak both French and Ger- 
man to get on at all in Switzerland 
and it is just aiNrepugnant to the feel- , 
Ings of the Swiss to pay for French or 
German lessons as it would be to us 
to pay for singing the "Star-Spangled 
Banner." Whether the intercourse be- 
tween English, French 
and German 


families that has been established by 
the interchange of children has begun 
to bring about that mutual understand- 
ing that shall lead to peace on earth, 
Professor Richard did not know, but 
that it ought to he was very sure. 


"It is most Important to the cause of 


universal peace that all nations shall 
understand each other," he says. "And 
how can we come to a better under- 
standing of a foreign people and their 
institutions than by living among them. 
during one or more of the impression- 
able years of our youth?" 


Dr. Richard's plan to make practi- 


cal the interchange of American youth 
with the youth of other nations includes 
first of all a bureau of exchange. 
The 


businescs of this bureau will be to 
keep on file the addresses of the folk 
of all nations who shall register them- 
selves as willing to exchange ortsprlng 
for a season or so, and also a full ac- 
count of their means, social position 
instability and so forth.

Dr. Richard considers It most n«c*»- 


sary that the Interchange shall take 
place between folk of approximate!} 
the same walk in llf«. There Is not the

Dr. Richard is to conduct a party of 


American students through Germany 
next summer. Instructing them by the 
way as to Germany's indrtstrial meth- 
ods.

Southern Idah6, where thousands of 
people have found homes and have 
prospered In a region which was abso- 
lutely desolate and uninhabited a few 
years ago. ' 
This plan eliminates the loneliness 


and many disadvantages of farm life. 
where the home» are far apart and 
many miles from a city or village. Of 
course, It Is possible only in a new 
country, where the town is arbitrarily 
located and made to ordor, and not the 
result of natural conditions and slow 
development.
